Ex-“enator Henderson then reviews the 
financial! legislation in this country and its 
results, and says: 


It was obvious to the least discerning fizmanciers 
that the act of 1878 would eventually bring about a 
doubtful standard, or a single standard of depreciated 
silver. Hence the dollars were received with creat 
distrust; but Congress, having entered upon this 
strange scheme of ex pansion, determined to use the 
power of the Government te force the circulation 
upon an unwilling public The associated banks of 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia adopted rules 
forbidding the use of these dollars and also silver cer- 
tificates in clearing among themselves. The national 
banks held their charters from the Government, and 
the discipline of Congress was soon brought to bear. 
It was decreed that no national bank shouid belong 
to a clearing-house that refused silver certificates in 
payment of balances. Wher sank charters had to be 
renewed, the renewal was conditionad oa the re- 
ceipt and circulation of acurrency already bad and 
getting worse day by day. The Government sow 
entered the field asa common carrier and trans- 
ported, without charge, this unacceptable currency 
to any part of the country that would deposit gold 
for it in the sun-treasuries. Thus :he Government 
sowed the wind and now, by the just law of retribu- 
tion, reaps the whirlwina The public demands that 
cold back, and the Goverment must pay it or start at 
once on the sea of depreciated cufrency. * * * 
Of the $500,000,000 or 00 of gold witn 
which we began in 1876 none carn now be found. 
What has not gone to foreign countries enjuving the 
blessing of a single standard, has been hoarded, not 
to reappear until its hoarders have some guarantee 
that if leaned it will be retarned in money equaliy 
good. The gold certificates not already forced upon 
the Geverament for redemption, for which the 
$100 ,000,000 gold reserve is supposed to be held by 
the Government, constituted the best security ef

IN THE TOILS. 


The Notorious Henry Starr Capt- 
_ ured at Colorado Springs. 


The Officers Had the Drop on Him and 
He Did Not Resist, 


NABBED BY MARSHALS DANA AND 
WRIGHT IN A COFFZE-HOUSE. 


Kia Wilson, Another of the Gang, Ar- 
rested by the Same Officers at Colo- 
rado City—Both Men Refused to Be 
Interviewed—Ths Wife of Starr Taken 
Later—Divulged the Identity of the 
Men Under Arrest~Oriminal News. 


DENVER, Colo., July 8.—Information bas 
been received here from Colorado Springs 
that Henry Starrand Kid Wilson, two mem- 
bers of the notorious starr gang of trag and 
bank robbers, who have caused the death of 
a dozen men and terrorized the Indian Ter- 
ritory and Arkansas for months, were ar- 
rested there this’ morning. The men 
arrived at the Spaulding House at 
a late hour last night with Mrs. Starr. 
They registered as Frank Johnson and John 
Wilson of Joplin, Mo. The officers learning 
who the two men were, were afraid to 
approach them outright and attempted to 
get the outiaws in a position to shoot on 
sight, but they separated, Henry Starr going 
into the coffee restaurant. The police fol- 
lowed him and Marshal Dana caught one 
armand Math Wright another. Detective 
Atkinson covered him with apair of six- 
shooters. He gave in, without a struggle, 
but salad to them: 

It is a good thing you gotthe dropon me 
or therè would have been some corpses 
around here. 

The same officers then went to Colorad 
City and captured Hid Wilson, another of the 
gang. He wasarmed with a 45-caliber gun 
and would have made a desperate resist- 
ance if the officers had not first got the drop 
on him. When the men were brought to jail 
an attempt was made to interview them 
but without success. After the 
arrest the officers’: went down’ to the 
Spaulding House and woke up the woman, 
who was registered as Mrs. Jackson, but who 
is really the wife of Starr. She is about 18 
years old and rather prepossessing. She said 
that she was married to Starr about six 
months ago aud that her home is about 200 
miles east of hese. A search of the room 
was made and under the pillow was found 
$1,460 in greenbacks which had never been 
used, and $500 in go was found in a valise. 
She also carried a pearl-handled revolver of 
s8 caliber. She was closely questioned and 
admitted that the man who was captured 
was Henry Starr and thatthe name of the 
other one was Kid Mon.

com mitted. He 
has made his headquarters in the Wolf 
Creek Valley, and it was while pursuing 
him to his lairon Dec. 12 last that United 
States Marshal Floyd Wilson fell before the 
deperado’s aim. Starr’s gang das 
usually comprised fiVe men, 
ly half-breed Indians like their leader, 
who is half white and half 
Cherokee. His Meutenant, Ed Newcomb, 
who took part in the raid on the Caney 
Bank, is a full blood Delaware and as blood- 
thirsty as a Sloux. Starr began his 
career of crime by selling liquor at the 
Delaware Agency, for which he was arrested 
and taken to Fort Smith. He jumped his 
bond and has been an outlaw ever since. 
In August last he and Newcomb and 
another party held up the Missouri Pacific 
agent at Nowata, I. T., and secured about 
$300. It is now known that it was Starr’s 
bandits who held up and robbed a train near 
Caney a few nights after the disaster which 
overtook the Daltons at Coffeyville. 

The Pacific Express Co. started Detective 
Clay Dickey on the trail of Starr shortly after 
the Caney train robbery. Dickey was ac- 
companied by Marshal Wilson. They fol- 
lowed the bandits toward Nowata, I. T. 
Wilson bad a Winchester rifle and Dickey had 
a Winchester repeating shotgun to be able to 
work long or short rangeasthe need might 
be. Failing to find Starr they went to the 
X. U. ranch on California Creek, six miles 
from Lenapah poring 4 there Monday and 
Tuesday mornings, in iding. At 1 o’clock 
Tuesday, Dec, 12, they saw Starr going in a 
southeasterly direction. Wilson mounted the 
only saddled horse and went after Starr, 
leaving the manager of the ranch to saddle a 
horse for Dickey, who followed as fast as he 
could.

ALOE’S INSURANCE. 


The Companies Propose to Fight Its 
Payment in the Courts. 


ASUIT AGAINST THE MEPCHANTS’ con. 
PANY BEGUN BY THE WIDOW. 


The Commencement of the Action Leads 
to Some Interesting Allegations on the 
Part of the Insurance Men— A Threat 
Made—Amount of the Policies on Mr. 
Aloe’s Life. 


Louls P. Aloe, Sidney A. Aloe, David Aloe 
ang Isabella Aloe, as curator for Alfred J. 
„ a minor, brought suit this 
morning tor 8,000 in the Cir- 
cult Court on an insurance policy 
issued by the Merchants’ Life Association of 
the United States on the life of the late Al- 
bert 8. Aloe. The corporation is a local one. 
Aloe died Jan. so last and plaintiffs claim that, 
though proof of death has been made and the 
usual ninety days elapsed the company has 
not yet paid its policy, 

An investigation of why the policy nad not 
been paid revealed a very queer state of 
affairs with regard to Mr. Aloe’s life insurance 
transactions. For a numberof years before 
his death Mr. Aloe had been trying to place 
insurance, sometimes with success, often- 
times not. Atthetimeofhis death he was 
carrying between $40,000 and $50,000 insur- 
ance and of this amount half will 
certainly not be paid and the 
companies holding the policies will contest 
tothe lastinch. They claim to have very 
strong proofthat Mr, Aloe made misrepre- 
sentationstothemin applying fora policy 
and that on the face of his statements the 
policies are vold. This morning’s suit ts the 
frst of several that will have to be 
filed if the Aloe family wish to recover. 

5 HIS REPRESENTATIONS. 

At the office ofthe Merchants’ Life Asso- 
ciation, this morning, it was learned that 
Mr. Aloe had filled out his application on 
April 28, 1890. Among the questions answered 
were that he had notac the time been sick 
for thirty years, nor rejected by an insurance 
company, and thatat the time he was in 
good health.

ARE PRACTICAL 


Gatisfectory Tests Made of Smoke Con- 
suming Devices. 


The Citizens’ Smoke Abatement Assocta- 
tion has inaugurated its campaign against 
the smoke by havinga careful canvass made 
of the entire city to ascertain the exact num- 
ber of smoke stacks which are responsible 
tor the emission of large volumes of black ana 
gray smoke. The canvass is practi- 
cally completed and although there 
are not two thonsand offending. 
smoke stacks as was at one time 
estimated, there are at least 1,600, counting 
only those which offend seriously against 
what will be the law after Aug. 17. Perhaps 
the most interesting feature of the canvass 
has been the discovery of upward of 100 
boller plants equipped with successful smoke- 
abating appliances, the fact practically set- 
tling the question as to the possibility of the 
entire suppression of smoke. 

Careful examination and critica] tests have 
revealed the fact thatat certain periods of 
the day the smoke can be entirely abated, 
while the percentage of smoke which can be 
consumed day after day is very large, 
especially when the fireman will co-operate 
and vse discretion in his work. The tests 
are being made in an exceedingly thorough 
manner, and so as to determine not only how 
much of the smoke can be abated, Dut also 
what effect the attachment or devige has 
upon the consumption of coal and tte 
amount of power generated. Sometimes it is 
found that therels a great decrease in the 
consumption of coal, suffictentto more than 
provide pecuniary compensation for the out- 
lay incurred in making the necessary change, 
while in other instances there is less saving 
in fuel, but a markod increase inthe amount 
of power. 

The association is still working to obtain 
its full complement cf 2,000 members. Last 
week opened well with a subscription for 
twenty members from the Lacledd Gas Co. 
and vigorous work has also been commence 
on the bankers, grocers and retail druggists, 
as well asin other lines where no response 
has been obtained.

Foented Fogs. 


Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

Seented fogs have frequently been noticed 
on the coast of Calvados and the Channel. 
These fogs occur only during fine weather, 
particularly in the spring. They are with- 
out. exception accompanied by northeast 
winds and appear only in the morning. Their 


duration is variable,sometimes they last dur- 
ing a portion of the morning and 
aga’ only for a few minutes, Atrictly 
speaking t term of ‘‘fog’’ as applied to 
this phenomenon is not correct, which is 
more inthe nature of a light hazy atmos- 
phere ot a gray - blue color which lies upon 


at that time. The odor of this fog is very 
characteristic, being luke the smell of char- 
coal or the gas which develops from it when 
it . to burn. it also resembies the 
smell which emanates from alima-kliin. 
These scented f are frequentiy observed 
at Saint-Vaast-la-Hogue and at Portball. 
The former lies northeast of the peninsula of 
Cotentin, the latter on the western coast of 
this same island. At Saint-Vaast the north- 
east wind is a sea wind, and at Portbalia 
wind. The Saint-Vaast phenomenon 
demonstrates, therefore, that this scented 
mist is not due to the evaporation of 
the soil, but that it is a cosmic phenomenon 
not yet explained. It is pogsibie that the 
fogs themselves exercise some influence 
upon organic substances by reason of the 
toxic gases which the yapors contain In small 
quantities. These gases may exist in normal 
quantities in all northeast winds, and only 
make themseives noticeable to the olfactory 
nerves, as the fogs increase ia proportion.

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IS MAREKEHAM RESPONSIBLE? 


His Report on the Loss of the Battleship— 
Accounts by Others. 

LonpDon, July 3.—Rear Admiral Markham’s 
dispatches reached London yesterday in 
charge ofa midshipman from the Victoria. 
The first dispatch is from on board the 
Camperdown, dated June 22. It says: 


It is with the most profound regret that I have to 
report the total loss of her majegty’s ship Victoria, 
involving the irreparable loss of the eommander-in- 
chief, Vice- Admiral Sir George Tryorm, 22 officers 
and 336 men, under the following circumstances: 

Ine squadron, consisting of her majesty’s ship 
Victorias, Camperdown, Mile, Dreadnought. Inflexi- 
ble, Collingwood, Phaeton, Edinburgh, sanspereil, 
Edgar, Amphion, Fearless and Barham,left Beyroot 
about 10 o’clock this forenoon for Tripoli. Shortly 
after the squadroon formed single columns line 
abreast and proceeded at therate of about eight 
Knots an hour. When about five miles from tne 
anchorage off Tripoli the signal was made at 
2:20 in the afternoon to form columns of divisions 
in line ahead, disposed abeam to port—the columns 
to de six cable lengths apart. We proceeded in this 
formation until 3:28, when the signal was made 
from the Vieteria to the first division to turn sixteen 
points to portand to the second division to turn 
sixteen poiats to starboard. As the celumas were 
only six cable lengths apart it was not, therefore, in 
my opinion, possible within the maneuvering dis- 
tance to exeeute such an evolution. 

I directed the Flat Lieutenant to keep the signal 
which we were repeating at dip as an indication that 
the signal from the Victoria was not understood. I 


then directed him to signal with the semaphore: 


Do l understand it is your wish for the columns to 
turn as indicated by the signal now fiying?’’ But 


commander replied; ‘Deep water; 70 or 80 tath- 
oms.’ The helm was then put hard starboard and 
both engines went balf speed ahead. The ship gath- 
ered head way,.swinging slowly to port. A minute af- 
terward the steering gear broke down. the quarter- 
master 8 that he was unable to nove the 
wheel, During this time the ship began gradually 
to keel more and more to starboard aad the water 
rising over the forecastie. The Admiral ordered 
me to go down and ask the Captain if the ship was 
making any water aft. Inendeavoring to carry out 
the Admiral’s ordersI was washed away by the 
rising waters, and when I came to the surface 
caught sight of the Victoria sinking bow first.’' 


HYDROPHOBIA EPIDEMIC. 


Cattle Dying by Wholesale— Excitement 
Among Farmers. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn,, July 3.—There is great 
excitement among the farmers living in the 
vicinity of Easton. Within a day or two sev- 
eral cows, some of them valuable stock, have 
died from hydrophobia. About a month ago 
a mad dog appeared in the vicinity. Before 
it disappeared it had bitten a farmer named 
John Cowell and a boy named Case. It is not 
known exactly how many cows were at- 
tacked. No serious results were noticed 
until a day or two ago, when one of the cows 
was attacked by hodrophobia in a most vio- 
lent form. Seven have since died. Some of 
the mad animals in their frenzy dashed 
through the streets andcreated much excite- 
ment and alarm. 

The animals diedin great agony. When 
the cows died, Powell feared that he would 
be attacked by the disease. His friends fear 
thet if he cannot soon be satisfied that there is 
no danger he will go insane. The Case boy 
is too young to realize the danger and the 
facts have been kept from him.

ship—in order to secure justice for Potter's 
creditors. 

‘It seems strange that a church whose 
members bave poured streams of scandal 
into one another’s ears for years concerning 
their pastor’s dishonesty and immorality 
should now be engaged in the vain aftempt 
to exonerate him through the effort of a jury 
of his own selection. 

„et is only fair and jast for me tostate that 
a short time before I brought the charges 
against Pot ter to your notice he threatened 
me with arrest, and, failing in that, he of- 
fered me a bribe to leave the city and to 
pledge myself never to state anytbing derog- 
atory to bis character. 

For your guidance, and in order to ro- 
move any dohot from your minds as to 
whether J] am in the possession of undeniable 
facts of Potter’s guilt, I hereby in print 
charge D. C. Potter, upon my personal 
knowledge and upon the evidence of unim- 
peachable witnesses, with habitual lying. 
deliberate dishonesty, fraud, drunken- 
ness and aduitery with women, 
whose name 1 am ready to 
divulge before a proper tribanal. In the 
name of justice and for the sake of morality 
and tn behalfof many of dis victims I have 
participated in the unhappy controversy, 
and shall continue to do until the guilt of D. 
©. Potter is clearly exposed before the world 
and the ministry rid of an unworthy member. 

Upon the proving of these charges I stake 
my Own reputation, my private and minis 
terial character, my future career, in which 
is Involved my own happiness and that of my 
family.’’
